THE LESTES F-EA3T.—This fast which is 


generally observed by al! the Episcopal and 
Roman Catholic churches throughout the 
world, commenced much earlier in the sea- 
son than usual. Ws copy the: following 
explanatory paragraph from the New York 
Times: "According to an old-fashioned 
custom and rules, Ash Wednesday, the firu 
day of Lent, puts an end for a time to tiscise 
feftstingfi which have been enjoyed since 
the advent of Christ, by substituting a fast 
in imitation of his miraculous abstinence 
for iorty days. 
Originally, the fast com- 


menced on that which ia now the first Sun- 
day in Lent, and ended on Easter day : 
but this left only thirty-six days when the 
Sundays were deducted (upon the principle 
that no Sunday can be a fast day.) Pope 
Gregory added fo'.ir days from the previous 
week, beginning with Ash ^yednenday. 


The name of Ash Wednesday was de- 


rived from the7 ancient ceremony of bless- 
ine ashes at th:s season, v/ith which the 
priest signed the people on the forehead, 
in the form of a cross affording thiim with- 
al this wholesome admonition : ' Remem- 
ber, 0 man, that thou are dust, and to dimt 
thou shall rctnrn.' The ashes thus used 
were made of palrui, consecrated the Sun- 
day twelve months, and this ceremony, 
though in a modified form, survived the 
first shock of the reformation, not being 
abandoned till about 1(547-48, when, as 
Stow tells us, 'the Wednesday following, 
commonly calle'd Ashes Wednesday, the 
oseof giving ashes in tbe church was also 
left throughout, the whole city of London.' 
Prior to that time it bad formed one of the 
ordinances of tho reformed church."
